In some of the northwestern 
waters ex penmen tors with musk- 
allonge have found that they take 
kindly to an odd wooden bait, 
Shaped like u cylinder, three 
im lics long and half an inch in di 
nniotor and painted red. whiteand 
blue, says the New York Run. 
The body of it is white, a scarlet 
tin fringe runs around its neck 
and in front of the tin it is a sky 
blue. There are no white, red and 
sky blue fish in those waters or 
any other American waters, but 

the raaskallonge bite freely tit 
this thing in the belief that It is 
n fish. The tin fringe kicks up a 
riffle ns it is pulled along the 
water, and the mimic waves thus 
created serve also to attract the 
attention of the fish. 

It would seem that only the 
smaller muskallonge are fond of 
it. those from three to ten pounds 
hitting at it.
